Tlie schooner readied port under 
jury rig and intended goinx to sea 
again |ust as soon aa repairs are finished. 
Speaking of his own fortunes, Captain 
Fulton stated that hia crew are all in 
Hakodate, where many of them intenil 
remaining. The Katherine, ho says, 
foundered at sea after springing a leak 
in a stiff lirec/.e. .She was at the litiie 
ahotit 1)0 milea south of Akoshi, and al- 
thoiitiii the pumjjs were at once manned 
the water ste.ulily g.iiiied. The vessel 
was beaded for the shore but did not 
make much lieadway in the light winds 
and caluiH which followed the gale. Tlie 
next niglit afterwards there was four 
feet of water in the hold and the boats 
were then launched and provisioned. 
The crew stood by the vessel until -1 a. in. 
on the 11th instant, when she sank. 
The crew saved their ell'ects and the 
guns, but the skina (208) went down 
with the vessel. After leaving the 
vessel the boats made for the sliore, 
then about 25 miles away, and landed 
in Ivtishiro at 4 p.m. the 'same day, just 
coming in in time to catch the Chitose 
Maru for Ilakoilate. A Japanese ex- 
change says live men belonging to the 
schooner Jane tirey were landed there 
early this month by the captain of the 
vcss(d at .\keshi. Tbei'e htid been a 
iniiliiiy on board and the captain ])Ut 
ihcsc men on shore, iK)t deeming it safe 
to keep theiti on hoard iiny longer. 
Thrci- men belonging to tlu! Jjntish 
scliooiicr Aiielia, who were lost from 
their vessel on the 4tli, oil' Capi^ Yerimo, 
arrived here to-day.

of hirt shipmates was in a Japanese 
saloon at Hakodate thin' wore net upon 
by u lot of Jiijianese rowdies and during 
the Hlrnggle i.nives were drawn by the 
Japanese. To di.-fcnd the lives ol his 
coniiianions, Scott drew a revolver and 
tried to scare the crowd oil' but without 
succesfl. Accidentally the weapon was 
diseliarged and the l)uilet, striking a 
pai tition, glanced and struck a .Japanese 
in the stomach. Allhotigh tlie wound 
is not consideretl serious llie Japr.nese 
have had Scott arrested and he has been 
sent to Yokohama lor tiial.

The inhabitants of Ha- 
vana are fully aware that the an- 
nouncement of this plan is no vain 
threat, as the plans agreed upon for the 
explosion have already begun to mate- 
rialize. The edifices doomed to be 
blown up have already been selected, 
and one after another shall fall. The 
revolutionist party, cannoc retrace itp 
steps, and if it is* necessary to totally 
destroy the city of Havana for the pur- 
pose of expediiig S[iaiii, it shall lie de- 
stroyed.

BATTLE OF.FIEKET. 

The First Soudan Fight— The Fuzzy-Wuz- 
ztes Fought 'With Their Aecostomed 
Bravery. 

Recent English papers contain the 
following extended account of the battle 
of I'irket, fought between tho Egyptian 
troops and the Dervishes : 

FiRKET, June 8. — ^The Sirdar slept last 
night in a small village two miles south 
of Firket. A portion of tho trooiis, con- 
sisting of artillery and infantry, have 
gone forward. iSlajor Burn-Murdoch, 
with the cavalry, is eoutinuing hia pur- 
suit of tho enemy, accompanied by the 
12tii Soudanoae Battalion mounted on 
camels. 

This morning I rode over the lield of 
battle and examined the different points 
where the combat was hottest. When 
the attacking force debouched on to the 
plain where Firket is situated, tho Sei:- 
ond Brigade was formed u|) with its left 
Hank touching tho foot of Firket moun- 
tain, wtiile the third advanced to the 
middlo of the valley, and the (irst mov- 
ed forward to the river hank. The Third 
Brigade, originally intended as a re- 
serve, came into action almost immedi- 
ately on occupying the centre. The 

DKltVISllKS l-OlTdUT iioiaiicoi.v 
at everv point where it was nossible to 
make a stand alonu' the line of small hil- 
locks where they lirst irame into contact 
with the Sci.'ond BriL'ade,aiul only retired 
after the l^gyptian line liad advani;ed to 
within a hundred yanls. Tlienumber of 
bodies found lying here ' testified to the 
ciiuriureof the enemy as well as to the 
terrific fire which was poured into them. 
In one small spot over thirty bodies 
could be counted all lying in close 
proximity; It was a little beyond t Ids 
that the Emir Hammuda, the dervish 
commander, was killed. The enemy 
wore (juick to take advantage of the con- 
formation of the irroiind wherever pos- 
sible, and innumerable cases of indi- 
vidual bravery on their part are narrat- 
eil. One dervish, who sat behind a 
small ruck, continued to lire after both 
his lejzs had been Hinaslied by bullets, 
and refused to surrender. Most of the 
eneiiiv belonged to the I'aggaia tribe, 
and .Slatiu I'asha says they lormed tlie 
flower of the Ivalifa's Dongola army. 
iii;sim:u.\ rii uksistance. 
On the river side, where the right 
(lank was engaizeil, similar signs ai-e to 
be witnessed of the tremeiiilous courage 
displayed by the dervishes. Here the 
enemy engaged the First I'.rigade, which 
coiiijirised tlie Third and I'ourlh I'^KVp- 
lion battalions, who yesterday secured 
for themselves a rciiutalion for jiluck, 
coolness and steailiiiess in dillicrdt cir- 
cumstances. The dervishes were liidden 
in thick mimosa scnilion the river Ijank, 
svhere they could run by concealed jmths 
from cover to cover. t)ther3 tired from 
huts, oli'ering a desperate resistance. In 
one instance about eighty dervishes 
occupieil a mud house, whence they 
kept up a galling lire. Our men boldly 
rushed up, and thrusting their rifies 
through the walls, fired inside the house. 
During a pause in the combat the de- 
fenders were summoned to surrender, 
but they refused. Every man inside was 
killed. 

IIOOD .VKl'ILI.KUY WOKK. 

As soon as the river bank was cleared 
the heights on the left Hank were se- 
cured, and the force moved forward to- 
wards the villacte of Firket, which (ton- 
tains about a thousand huts. Little re- 
sistance was here ofFered, only a few in- 
depeudent shots being lired, and gradu- 
'ally the left flank, swerving round to the 
south of the village, (completely sur- 
rounded it. A number of dervishes tried 
to I'Sitape to the island in the river, but 
they were followed bv the Ihli Soudan- 
ese, and surrendered. The artillery 
throiiLdiout the engagement worked ad- 
mirably and inflicti!)! great loss. There 
was little opjiortuiiity to use the Maxim 
battery to full advantage, since tho en- 
emy seldom collected in masses, hut on 
one oocnsion a discharge knocked over 
seven or eight horsemen at long range. 
A ricKFix'T svsri:M. 

Oaiiian .\zrak has not yet been found. 
A sear(di party was occujiied for some 
time searchini; the island where it was 
believed that lie had taken refuge, but 
it was afterwards ascertained that he 
had escaped to the west bank. It is 
probable, however, that he has suc- 
cumbed here to his wounds, wbich, ac- 
cording to the statements of the prison- 
ers, are very serious. Prisoners who 
have been examined state that the very 
day on which the ICgyptian force left 
Akasheli the dervish canielmen made a 
reconnaissance to the north. They ap- 

E reached Wun, two miles ofT Akasheh, 
ut found no signs of activity on the 
part of the troops there. This accounts 
in some measure for the want of iirecau- 
tions on tlie jiart of the cneniv. The 
night march was admirably ('luried out, 
absolute silonco and jierfect order being 
maintained, notwitlistanding the ditli- 
cult nature of the ground.

The Dominion of Canuda bus entei'tid 
upon tlio thirtieth year of its existence. 
As it Jiation Ciinada is, therefore, very 
young indeed . Yet young ua she is site has 
had her experiences, some of them pain- 
ful and some of them pleasant — all of 
them it is to be hoped useful. 

Ciinada has been taking lessons in 
aelf-reiianee. She lias thrown off the 
leadini;-atriiigB of l^owninj,' street and 
lias leiinieil to walk, in a uoHlical sense, 
ah^ne, and to lliink lor lierselt. She iiuiy 
liave stiunbleil now and again, anil have 
occasionally made a blunder, but she 
hits picked herself up without help, 
and she lias profited by lier mistakes. 
But thougli .slie lias outgrown pupilage 
and does not need a luiinan guiding 
hantljshe has not in llio slightest degree 
lost her affection or her respect for lier 
mother. That affection indeed seems to 
have grown with her years, and there 
are many indications which lead to the 
conclusion that she loves the dear okl 
country better now than she ilid when 
she was in her infancy and cliildliood. 
And no wonder. That mother, when 
she found that Canada had arrived ;U 
years of discretion, was wise enough to 
cease treating her as a child any longer. 
vShe allowed her daughter to have her 
own way as far as was pnasil.ile, wliile 
Hiilj retaining the relation of parent ami 
child. The parent hand was only felt when 
it did a kindness or conferred a favor, 
SKid her voice was raised only to give 
encouragement or to utter praise. Never 
was parent more wisely indulgent than 
Cireat Britain has been to Canada. It 
would therefore bo surprising if they 
did not to-day regarti eacli other with 
the wariuest all'ection, and did not 
ardently desire that the relation be- 
tween them should become stronger and 
should endure forever. 

Canada under British rule has pros- 
pered and is prospering. The bond that 
Ijinds her to (ireat Britain has been 
jjleaaaiit and helpful, ;ind the wh^h of 
the ^reat majority cd" Uanadians is tbr.t 
when their country ceases to be a ile- 
penden 'v it shall Ijecouie a partner. 
Good men and patriotic men are already 
at work endeavoring to bring about this 
change, and it is tlie hope of Canadians 
who are thoughtful as well as loyal that 
their labors will in due time be crowned 
with success. 



AX lyTERKSriNtl KX'I'KDITIUN. 

,\n iiiltn-esting exnetlition is aliout to 
start for liehring Sea. It is composed 
chiefly of men of science, naturalists, 
and their object is to inquire into the con- 
dition of the fur seal, its habits, its way 
of living, its numbers, and the prospect 
there is of its existence being continued. 
The gentlemen who compose this expe- 
dition are Davitl St;trr Jordan, of i'alo 
Alto; JJr. Stehneger, curator of the lep- 
lile ilepartment of the National MustMiiu 
at Washington; Trofessor Lucas ; Joseph 
Murray, Treasury Agent on the Priby- 
loiT Islands; Charles H. Murray; Pro- 
fessor D'Arcy Thompson, of the 
University of Dundaa ; and James 
Macoun, of Ottawa. They sail in 
the Albatross, and will visit 
the Pribyloll' Islands, the Commander 
Islands and the ICurile islands. The 
cruise to the gentlemen composing the 
expedition will no doubt bo a pleasant 
and an interesting one, but whether it 
will be a useful one the two nations 
hninediately concerned remains to be 
seen. 

The practical objeot is, we .iresume, to 
collect information on which to base 
regulations for hunting the seal in the 
North Pacific and Behring Sea. Both 
Great Britain and the United Slates 
wish to jireaei've the fur seal. It is 
• ioftretl Jbat if the present, m^.thods of 



hunting and ;'killing them are con- 
tinned the animal will, within a 
time easily measurable, be extermi- 
nated. It baa been found that 
the regulations agreed upon by tbe Paris 
Arbitration have done very little to- 
wards. lessening the annual slaughter of 
the fur seal. Yet scientific men had 
been in Behring Sea and had given the 
governments concerned the benefit of 
their observation. And both the Brit- 
ish and the United States governments 
had collected evidence from sealers and 
others who had hunted in Behring Sea 
and lived on its islands and in Alaskti, 
with the object of finding out whether 
or not the practices of the hunters were 
murderous and whether or not the seal 
herds were diminishing. The evidence 
appears to have been so contradictory 
that no reliable conclusion could 
be based upon it. In fact, 
it is very hard indeed to get 
information on the subject and 
it appeared that some of the Ameri- 
can collectors of inforniation did not 
want any evidence excejit that which 
tallied with their own foregone conclu- 
sions. 

It is not to be supposed that any of the 
gentleniri) fnrining the jjresent e.xjje- 
ditioii will ;ise niethotls of obtaining in- 
formation that are, liesides beiiiK milai]-, 
in the highest tlegree iinscienlilic. Yet 
it is hard to see how even accomplished 
and able scientists can collect mucli in- 
formation that will bo of value in a 
cruise of twt) or three monllis, 'el them 
be ever so honest ami desirous (jf arriv- 
ing at sound coiiflusiijiis. It seems to 
ua that observations to be of any practi- 
cal use ahould extend over a series of 
years. How, for instance, can the scientist 
tell whether there are more or fewer 
seals in Behring Sea and on the Islands 
this year than there were last year. 
They will have to ilepend upon the evi- 
dence of men who know notbin<; about 
science ;iml who have not learned to ob- 
sei've Ecienlihcally. Besiiles, men who 
are perfectly honest may come to very 
diil'erent conclusions as to the number of 
seals fretiuenting the sea last year and 
the year before. Yet correct informa- 
tion on this: head is essential to arriving 
at a reliable conclusion as to whether 
the seals iu Behring Sea are diminish- 
ing or increasing. 

MiscniK ror.s' TRrrrjxa. 

The (jrit daily cannot resist the tempt- 
ation of making what it regards as polit- 
ical capital, no matter what tlie subject 
under discussion may be or how bad the 
argument it uses. We said a lew days 
ago, while advocating the construction 
of a substantiiil bridge at I'oint ICIIice: 
" If a good britlge of the pi oper sort had 
been built at that point in the first in- 
stance, it would be to-day not a mere 
useless wreck but as good as new, cap- 

' able of supplying the requirements of 
the city for numy years to come." Our 
contemporary tioes not deny this. 
It does not say that the ai- 
gnment we useil was unsound ; 
hut it childishly replies: "The 
Colonist seems to have forgotten 
that the wrecked bridge was built by its 
friends of the provincial government." 
\Vliat has that fact to do with the subject 
under discussion? If the jirovincial 
government of the day made what the 
Times believes to be a serious mistake, 
is that any reason why the City Council 
should now, with its eyes open, commit 
a similar mistake? What when the 
Point EUice bridge was built may have 
been an error of judgment would to-tlay, 
with the experience it iias accjuired, he 
in the City Council an act of criminal 
folly. The Times sees this, no doubt, 
hut it cannot, even when the wel- 
fare and tbe credit of the city are at 
stake, forget its petty politics and 
boldly anil without qualification advo- 
cate what it heheves to lie for the good 
of the city. Let it first do its duty as 
an indejiendent journal by jirotesting 
strongly against the perpetration of a 
gross and mischievous blunder by the 
City Council; and then, if it finds any 
gratificaiion in the amusement, pitch 
into the Governnuint of fifteen or twenty 
years ago. To justify a liluniler ikjw lie- 

! caus(^ an error (if the same kind wiis 
coimiiittetl by some one many years ;ii;o 
is to act on the principle that two 
wrongs make a right. Such trifling us 
this is not politics; it is, on tlie con- 
trary, an offence, and a serious one, 
against common sense. 



hits always been, and is a (|uality in 
which few men have surjiasseil him. 
The charm of manner is the same as 
ever. 

Lord DuU'erin always had a power of 
sympathy, a jiower of interesting him- 
self in what interested other iieojile, 
and a power of showing to othei s the 
interest he felt in them and their affairs. 
This true kiiullinesa of nature went fiir 
and carried him far. Ilia generosity 
comes out in his acknowledgment of the 
services of others. He tells liis audience 
at the banquet of the British Chamber 
of Commorco that he is almost ashamed 
to think how freiiuently he has had the 
credit which belongs to other men. " In 
India," siiys Lord Dufferin in his pic- 
tiirestjue way, " amid a thousand zealous 
laborers of whom the world hears no- 
thing, one Viceroy ploughs, another 
sows and a third gathers the fruit, 
whether for good or for evil." He adds: 
" In the diplomatic service even our dis- 
patches are often drafted by other hands 
than our own, and our unnanieil subor- 
dinates prepare our successes." He ac-; 
knowledges the loyal assistance he has 
had from the chanceries of all the em- 
bassies of which he has been the head. 

Canadians, who it is no exaggeration 
to Sii'y regarded Lord DuU'erin with 
all'ection, will be glad to hear that he 
bears his age so well, and that bis en- 
joyment of life is as little as possible 
impaired. It is to he hoped that he has 
many years of happiness before him. 
Then! has lieen talk of making him a 
party leader anil Prime Minister. There 
arc, we sliou'd say, few men lielter litteit 
by nature fur the position. He, if atiy- 
one could, would make the routrh jilaces 
of political life smooth for his colleagues 
ami su pporters, and be could do as much 
lis any man oi his time to recimcile 
<lil!'erences that to r.i'chnaiy men ajijiear 
to be irrecijiicilalile. It uuiy be saiil 
that Lord OuU'erin is too old to enter 
political life again, but we live iu an 
ago of grand old men and in Great 
Britain a statesman of seventy is not 
considered old.

The annual meeting of the Jubilee 

hospital was lield yesterday afternoon at 
the city hall, a singular lack of interest 
being shown by the geuoj-al public, for 
only Aid. Humphrey ;iii(l ^Ir. .lobn 
Teague were present beaidea tbe follow- 
inj: directors: Messrs. Joshua Davies, 
Geo. Byrnes, J. L. Crimp, A. Wilson, 
W. J. Dwyer, W.M.Chudley, Charles 
Hayward.B. Dallas Helmcken, L Brav- 
orman and the secretary Mr. H. M. 
Yates. 

Jlr. .To.sliua Davies, thepresident. hav- 
iiiL' taken the chair read his annual re- 
port. In opening he referred to the let- 
ter of Hon. J. S. Ilelinckeii, pointing out 
the necessity of establbshiiig a inatornily 
.school, and that tbe matter luul 
been before the board in _ some 
shape or other coiitiniioiisly during the 
year. Want of funds aiipenred to be tbe 
greatest dillicully in furthering this 
object. Tbe conaeneuB of o|)inion woukl 
indicate that the directors favor tbe 
erection of a maternity wanl as a ae|)a 
rate institution upon the liospital 
grounds. In the meuntime the nurses 
are receiving practical training in ob- 
stetrics with additional facilitiea since 
tbe arrange'ment with the maternity 
home. Tho report n««t referreil to the 
consultation with last year's city council 
in August, ISO.'), on the sngneslioii that 
the maiiagenient of the isolation 
hospital sbould be transferred to the 
.Jubilee hospital with a view loec:ononiy 
and etlioieney in administration, the city 
to jiay tbe actual amount of nnining ex- 
penses. The council of that year, bow- 
ever, could not see their way clear to aa- 
sunie the expense of carrying out the 
alterations .Migge.'^teil , and were of 
opinion that the full cost slioiibl be 
e.-timatod belcjre the council committed 
itself. Tbe President was ol the opinion 
that the incomins,' buard of directors 
should prepare this estimiite and press 
tlu^ suDjeot to a success! ul issue. He 
was of opinion that uiuch ot the extra 
grant needed to Carry on the work of the 
Jubilee hospital on the lines indie ited 
hv tbe special coniinittee could be saved 
iiv the city if the numauement of the 
i-'olation hospital were placed under the 
.lubilee hospital iu;uiai_'t'nient, and the 
present cost of carrying on tbi; isijlation 
iKJSpital be paiil to the .luljilee hospital. 

Tbe report referred to tbe great incon- 
venience sullered bv the delay of tbe 
iMty ill passing the annual grant to the 
hosjiital. It would lie conducive to the 
iuterestH of tbe hospital if the bi)ai (l were 
infiirnu'd at the beginning of tbe year 
wduit the grant from tbe city would 
be. In this connection the President 
said he did not think that .'*;."j,OUO 
out of the moJiey collected under the 
health rate was a fair proportion for the 
number of Victoria free patients ctired 
forattlie hospital. Fully one-half of 
tbe amount collected under tbe by-law 
sbould go to the hospital, and ol this not 
less than f'i,00O, payable month ly, should 
he guaranteed. The President also held 
that tbe aidertiuuiic boards should allow 
tbe directors to carry on the bosidtal as 
their licst judgment may direct, and n<Jt 
continually harass them by iitleiiijding 
td iiitro( luce cliani;es that cannot possi- 
bly be for the boiielil ot the hospital. 
.Attention was culled to tbi; necessity for 
repairing ami painting tbe hospital, and 
reference niado to tbe use granted of the 
old J'reiu'b ho-))itiil to several bidies tor 
an iHd W'loueii's Home, the hope being 
exjiresseil that the c'ty would recogni/.e 
that old women had eipial rights with 
tlieohl men for a home for their declin- 
intr yoarF. 

The assistance given by the Indies'

King's Daughters were referred to, and

There wens l),501) visitors at the lios- 
])ital during tlie year. 

Reference was naade to the sad death 
of Dr. Lang, the hospital oculist and 
aurist, ami sympathy was expressed 
with his family. 

Thanks were given to the press, the 
consulting and visiting staff and those 
wdio bad assisted the hosjdtal during the 
year in various wnyH, and in conchiaion 
tbe President congratulated the direc- 
tors on the fact that their meetings iiad 
b^n so amicable throughout tlicir term. 

Mr. U, D. Helmcken in moving the 
adoption of the report stiid he had been 
sorry to see statements by members of 
tbe aldermanic board that the affairs ot 
the hosi)ital had been extravagantly ad- 
ministered. He would like to cuiitia- 
dict ibis for it must he remembereil that 
a committee of tbe council bad iiuule a 
full examination last year when it was 
found that the limiiiccs were as econom- 
ically handled as tht present opjiortuni- 
ties iiiirmitted. The liosjjital was doing 
an immense amount ol good, and thougli 
the present grant of $5,000 wasahand- 
86ine one he believed that it might pos- 
sibly bo increased. 

Mr. iiyrnes seconded tbe motion and 
tbe rejjort was adopted, 

Dr. Kichardson, the resident medical 
officer, in his annual report show ed that 
his estimate of $20,000 as the probable 
cost of maintaining the hospital for the 
vear had not been exceeded as the cost 
was $10,<)8S).08. The total days' stay of 
patients was IL', 883 days, nt an average 
cost ))er day of $1..');") for each 
patient. Deducting the totid amounts 
charged for jiayitig patients from 
the total amount of maintenance 
there remained :fli;,110,-l8 expended on 
tree patients. The free i)atienta froui 
\'ictoria city totalled (i, 750 days at acost 
of $11, Ul I. "Jo. l"or this exjienditure the 
city contriljuted nothiitg during tbe 
[)ast year. The rejiort went very fully 
into details of expenditure. It was rii- 
gretted that more room cannot be pro- 
vided for pupil nurses, as at times tbe 
nursing staff is very much overworkeil. 
Dr. Richardson expressed bis thanks to 
those who had given books, flowers, etc., 
to the patients, and especially to the 
Flower .Mission for the work they had 
undertaken of keeping the wards beau- 
tiful with fresh flowers. " I assure 
them," wrote Dr. Hicliardson, "that 
there are not wortis to express tbe grati- 
tude of the patients, whose stiH'ering and 
loneliness ia thus relieved, nor the plea- 
sure it always ia lo the stair to have tbe 
hospital uiade so pretty antl bright." 
The operatiiiir room was nearing coni- 
etion and would require an expondi - 
tiire of $500 for equipment. The train- 
ing school continues to flourish and Dr. 
Kichardson expresses hia thanks to the 
medical gentlemen who have coiitribut- 
' to the leclnres. Four nurses gradu- 
ated during the year iind art' doing well 
ill tbe jiracticc uf their iirol'essiun. 

The Treasurer's rciiort showed that 
the receipts for the year ending I\lay lil, 
wore if 17,058.02; the balance in the 
treasurer's hands being .'flJ.o.Kl; with 
liabilities at the same date of fit, 017.1 1 . 
A table was added ahowdng the coat of 
land, buildings and equipment to have 
imounled in all to $90,674.96. 

The report of the auditor, Mr. Charles 
(i. Willy, certified to the correctness of 
the treasurer's accounts. 

The treasurer, Mr. Chuilloy, retnnrkeil 
upon the tact ot rbo donation, sub- 
Hcrii'tion and hospital Suiidav collection 
lists being the lowest yet receivi^d siniu! 
tbe institution was commenced, and that 
tbe city council bavecontributed nothing 
wiiatever to tliefnnda for tiievear. Some 
deflnite course will have to be adopted, 
ho maintained, to increase the general 
revenue in the <-nining year. 

TJie matron, Miss Blncmillan, reported 
that four nurses had graduated from tho 
training school (luring the year, and at 
))resont nine are in training, and c.n:- 
pressed her satiafaotion at the success 
the graduates were meeting with in 
their chosen profession. 

Tho reports were all adopted and then 
the election of four directors to replace 
those wdio retired in rotation was held. 
It lesulted iii the re-election of the same 
gentlemen, Messrs. Joshua Davies, A. 
Wilson, W. M. Ohudley, and J. Stuart 
Yates.

Arrangements Made to Sink Joint Double 
Compartment Shaft 300 Feet. 

(From the Rosslaud Miner.) 
Last year was Ked Mountain vear: 
this year it is plain that Monte Oristo 
hill will he the centre of attraction. In 

no other part of the camp are there such 
extensive and continiioua surface show- 
ings as on this bill, and at last the work 
of developing these veins on an adequate 
scale is about to be entereil on. Work is 
already being |)upheil on the 'N'irgiiiia, 
City of Spokane, Monte Cristo, Evening 
Star and Cieorgia, but it remained tor 
^ilessrs. A. E. Humijliries aiid.I. D. Par- 
roll, in conjunction with the War baigle 
company, to plan a scbeine of develop- 
ment work which will put at least two 
mines in this section in the front rank 
of producers. 

As is well known, the Virginia is the 
eastern extension of the Iron Mask, by 
manv considered to be the best mine in 
tbo War lilagle group. Adjoining it on 
the east is tho Iron Horse, to wbicli 
Messrs. Hum))breys and Farrell have 
clung tenaciously through all the vicis- 
situdes of the Iron Horse group. It is 
now arranged to develoj) these two 
claims by ii doul)le comiiartment sbatt, 
on which work will he begun i miiiedi- 
ately. The shaft will he the joint pro- 
perty of tbo N'irginia ,'ind Iron Horse 
companies and will lie sunk jierpeiidicn- 
arly to tap the ledge on the ;^OU-foot 
level. IMeanwhile work is being con- 
tinued on the Virginia tunnel, which 
was surveyed yesterday and found to be 
1)3 feet from the vein at a point under 
the old shaft. 

Phil Ilickey has arrived to take 
barge of the preliminary work on the 
Iron Horse. Some more surface exi)lor- 
ation will be at once undertaken and the 
•inking ot the winze m the old workings 
ivill be immediately resuiiied. 'J'liere is 
in immense body of Kjw gra(ie oi-o opoii- 
'd U|i in these workingK and arraugiv 
nieiits will soon be made to ship tliis ore 
to the smelter, wdiich can be most ecun- 
oiiiically done, aa the railroad runs al- 
most iiiuler the dump. .An extremely 
low smelting (diarge ia expected on ac- 
ount of the high excess of iron in the 
ire. There is also a small but -well de- 
fined chute of high grade ore ex|rosed. 

The owners of the C. & 0., which ad- 
joins the Iron Horse on the north, have 
had a small force at work for the past 
few weeks prospecting the surface of 
their claim. They recently started a 
shaft on a vein near their north sideline 
and until Tuesday got the tisiiiil Hurface 
returns of a trace in gold. On Wediies- 
lay a notalilo cliangeat a de]>tli of only 
15 feet occurred in the ore, and when it 
was assayed returns ot ."fSS in gold per 
ton wore obtained.

The iiiiuie " cyclone " is projjorly aj)- 
plieil to tliose viisL oirciiliir stonus, with 
a diaineter of from 10 to 1,000 mik's, 
-which sweep up from the Soath Atlantic 
and the Mexican Galf, and sometluiea 
are days in passing over a given spot. 
Uiuler atiotlier name they nro equally 
■well Iviio^vii in lliu Indian oconn, iilong 
the coUHla of tlie Indiuii Poniiibula, luul 
among llio myriad islands of Oceaiiiru, 
but in each case the ueneral ehanicter of 
the Btorui ia the same ; it is ;Uinosi)heric 
imaginiii-y pivot with an U|)ward siielinii 
at the oeiitif, just as in the case of a 
Reuiiiiie Kansas Htorm, and only less dc- 
Btiuctivo, beeauso the great part of its 
course is over the sea instead of over the 
land. 

Diminish the diameter o( the great 
Atlantic cyclone from 1,000 miles to 100 
yards, continue the whirling motion, in- 
tensify the destructiveness by making 
the whirling wind blow from every 
point of the compass within ten seconds, 
let the vortes be reduced to uhnoat no- 
tliing and the upward suction be tzreally 
inereasud, and a tornado is the result. 
That ia, tlie scientists call it a tornado, 
but the |ieoplo ol this country have 
made u|) their uiiiida to eall it a eycloiu', 
and in Innguatzt^ popular unaire detL-r- 
niines the appiicntion of a word; so cy- 
clone it is and cyclone it is liljidy to ei>n- 
tiniie. Williiii a tract from 100 to 200 
yards broad and of indeteriuiuato length 
there ia shown all the fury of a West 
Indian hurricane. 

The tremendous force exercised by 
the wind during a land cyclone greatly 
exceeds that of any other agent with 
^vhich we are ac(| iiaiiited , and is often 
such as to cause inleuse astonisliineiil in 
the beholders. There are hiindreds of 
persons still living in thi.s city who re- 
member the tornado in fOnst .St. Louis a 
little mure than twenty years ago. 
Standing on the tracks in the heart ot 
the town was a locomotive engine, at- 
tached to a train of loaded wheat curs. 
The train was on an einhanknient 
nearly twelve feet in height. The 
■wind struck the locomotive, lifted it, 
turned it over twice before it reached 
the bottom of the embankment. A 
dozen of the wheat cars were simihuly 
treated. 

When the story was flrat told in St. 
Xioals it was universally discredited, but 
the early visitors stuck stoutly to theii 
asseveratioiia of its truth, and linallly 

thousands of people crossed the river to 
see the <leraik'd engine and train. Ah- 
Btruee caleidations were, at the time, 
made by niattieuiatieal experts, to de- 
termine what must have been the force 

Ear square inch ot a wind thatconkl 
Iowa forty-ton engine oil" the track, but 
the rows of ligiires were so long a8 to 
daunt all hut the experts, ami most con- 
tented themselves with opcii-nioutlied 
wonder at the sj)ccliicie. The miracle 
of the derailed engine baa been repeated 
in. half a dozen dilFerent localities since 
then, but the wonder has remained the 
same as at first. 

Even greater astonishment is created 
at the unceremonious manner in which 
the cyclone handles structures that are 
constnicteii speciallj' with a view to re- 
sisting such a strain. ]n buihiing a 
steel bridge, the action of wind on the 
structure is taken into account with the 
otijer jirohleni;:, but tlie cyclone defies 
all calcidaLioiia and calculators. The 
other day in .Sherman the steel girders 
of a bridge supposed to bo strongly con- 
structed were warped and twisted out of 
all semblance to their original shape, 
and phenomena of a similar character 
have occin-red two or tliiee times in 
Kaiisasand once each in Missouri and 
Kebraaka, The giant of the wind has 
an arm of mighty power, and in his 
grasp steel seems no stronger than straw. 

Tfie ell'ccts of the cyclonii- wiml on 
houses arc so diverse as t(JchM'y altciiipts 
at generalization. Sometimes tlu! hu i Id - 
inga are torn ntti-rly to pieces and the 
fragments clistrihuted so wiilely as to 
render collection and identification ini- 
poBsible; sometimes they are sitnniy 
overaet and left otherwise undaimi^;e(i. 
Occasionally the roof is taken oGT and 
torn to pieces, while the house is left. 
On one occasion the roof of an ei^ht- 
room house was lifted bodily, carried 200 
yards, into a^rove, where it seemed im- 
possible that it could have passed be- 
tween the trees, and left lying flat, but 
upside down, in a vacant spot just lari^e 
enough to receive it. Occasionally the 
side of a lunise is carried away and con- 
verted into kindling wood, while the rest 
of the etiilice is leiL ijuite nniiijiired. 

In one instance, in Iowa, halta doiible 
house was shatlered to hits, while the 
otlier half and the hall were left quite 
imtotiched, even the carpet on the hall 
reniidiuiig unsoiled, and the paper on 
the wall showed neither spot nor scratch. 
In another tlie porch of a Kansas house 
■waa cut away as neatly as though with 
an axe, a queer contrast being seen in 
the third case, where the house was de- 
stroyed and the porch left standing in- 
tact. Jn Nebraska the second storey of 
an eight-room house was taken oil' "and 
the lirst was left, so little shock being 
given to the building by the violent re- 
moval of tlie ujjber liaff that the clucks 
on the mantelpieces were not dhsturbed, 
and continued t<) ti(;k aa iistiai. 

A still more curious freyk waa played 
by the wind in a Jsansas dwelling. A 
double house, with a hall in the middle, 
stood facing the ilirection from wnieh 
the cyclone was ap|)roaching. Whor, 
the Btonn was seen the residents took 
refuge in the cave, and listened to bear 
the lall of their homo. A terrible crash 
-was heard and they, ot course, supposed 
that the houBe was gone. On emerging 
they M'cre surprised to sea the house 
standing as before, but were altDost 
l)aralyzed with astonishment to find the 
northeast wall of the dining room, the 
furthest Irom the direction I he slorni 
came, had been blown out, the fiirinl iwe, 
taldea, dishes mid all other contents liaci 
been carried oil' and crushed to atoms, 
and no othordaniage hail resulted to any 
other part of tlio building. 

It is noted aa one of the fdrangesfc re- 
sults oi the 8heriuan cyclone the other 



day that although -when the storm burst 
all its victims were fully clad, the tem- 
pest coming about 5 in the afternoon, 
the bodies ot the dead were often naked, 
and from nearly every corpse the shoes 
had been removed. A similar phenom- 
enon has frc<piently been observed in 
connection with these fearful etornis. 
(Generally the shoes disappear, being 
lorn to iragiiionts so as not to bo reeog- 
nizalileas footwear, or carried oil" to 
considerable di.stance's, and dropped in 
places where, if louiid at all, they excit- 
ed little couujient. In several inatances, 
however, the shoes have been fouuLl 
close to the bodies of the dead. 

.Some years ago a shoe was taken from 
the ruins caused by a Kansas cyclone, 
and its coiid ition caused no little won- 
der. It had been ripped from the foot 
of a man who was killed. The strings 
were gone, and tlje upper portions, from 
ankle to soles, were cut into tolerably 
regidar strips from a tpiarter to half an 
inch in width. The sole seemed at lirst 
glance intact, but a closer o.>{atnination 
showed that this portion waa pierced by 
a number of small round holes. They 
were the holes made where the metal 
nai'.s or tacka had been. The latter had 
disappeared, melted by the electricity, 
Metal objects on the bodies of persons 
killed lire [re(piently thus treated. The 
ooi'sct steel!^ of women become drops of 
iron: the ktiives of men, bunches of 
keys carried in the pockets, are fused 
into a solid mass. Watches and watch 
chains are often similarly treated. 

In two or three cases in Southern 
.Kansas the wc.teh of a victim was not 
sutliaiently melted to lose all its original 
form anil could still be reeogni/.eil. 
t^ometimes tli;?sc remarkable ellecta are 
produced without visible injury to the 
body or to the clothing that remains on 
it — a eircuinstanco quite unexplaiuable 
with our present knowledge. When the 
clolhiiig is removed it ia generally not: 
found, bemg jirobably rent into indi.s- 
linguishahle rags, but when it or |.or- 
tions of it are left, the wind treats it in 
the most whimsical manner. In Iowa, 
in IS.'^o, all the clothing hut the coat was 
torn from the body of a man, this l'iic- 
ment remaining ainio.st intact; in Kan- 
sas a body was stripped of all save a 
cidlar and cravat. 

One of the queerest pranks ever play- 
ed by a cyclone wind was in a country 
village near Abilene, Kan., in 187B. As 
sometimes happens in country places, 
the principal feature of the village was 
a store, containing almost everything 
that the varied wants of a country com- 
munity could demand. In front was a 
certain door, with a large show window 
on each aide. Along the walla were 
rows of shelves, containing dry goods, 
boots and shoes, crockery, tinware, cut- 
lery, hardware, canned goods and a 
humlred other things, while hoes, 
scythes, sickles, buckets, harness, chains 
and similar goods hung from the ceiling 
by books driven into the joists for tbe 
l)iirpose. 

Iiown the centre of the store, with an 
aisle on either side, ran a sliowcase, 
wherein were tl isplayed that exceeding- 
ly varied class of iroods generally known 
as "notions," hoooks and eyes, needles 
and pins, ink, pens, jiaper and envel- 
opes, fancy buckles and the like. At 
the end of this showcase, furthest from 
the front door, was the post office of the 
n-'ighborliood, a small inclosed aiiace 
about live feet square, with two or three 
dozen pigeonholes for letters and papers, 
a stool fur the })oatinaater, who was also 
the pronrietor of the store, and a small 
safe, where he kept his caah, stamps, 
and books. Above the store was a suite 
of rooms, where the proprietor and his 
family lived. 

Une dull, hot afternoon in .July, the 
store was oi;cu[>ied only by the owner 
and one caistonier, who, having made his 
purchases, was at the little window of 
the postotlice waiting for his mail, while 
the postmaster was looking over the let- 
ters to see if there waa any for him. 
.lust at this juncture a cyclone storm 
struck the town and demolished two 
houses immediately in front and direct- 
ly across the road from the store, which 
faced towards the southwest, the direc- 
tion from which these Btorins always 
come. The postmaster and his cus- 
tomer realized their danger, but be- 
fiire eit her hail time to move the fiin- 
iiel-sliaped destroyer struck tlie store. 

The show window to the south was 
broken in, the wind carried oH'tlie goods 
on the southern shelves, swept them 
over to till- northern side', after carrying 
them completely round the further end 
of the room from tin; front door, anil 
linaliy depnsitiMl a large quantity of them 
and those on the northern shelves in tbe 
road oiitsidi;, driving them by main force 
through the northern show window. 
The show ease in the centre M'as undis- 
turbed. The postmaster was unhurt, 
although frightened almost to death, 
while the customer was killed. Ifodam- 
age was done tJi the second storey or to 
the roof, save the removal of a few shin- 
gles, though a little further on the same 
storm demolished three or four houses a 
moment later. 

Picking chickens may seem to he a 
small business for an able-bodied, full- 
grown Kansas cyclone, but the cycionc 
does it and does it well; as a rule, the 
bodies of till! fowl caught in its granp 
are com])leli'ly stripiied. Chickens are 
not the only Buffeiers, however, for 
ra bhits an<l cats cauirlit in the whirling 
wiml are denuded of their fur aa com- 
pletely aa the fowls of their feathers. 
They are not skinned, bat stripped, the 
agency being probably the same and the 
action identical with the bodies of men. 
In almost every case the animals are 
killed, tliougli here and there, after a 
cyclone, a half-naked chicken or badly 
singed and worse scared ('at may be seen 
in a stale of hewildcrment as to what 
has lia|)pened. 

Wherever a cyclone passes over a spot 
the water in the wells tmd c.istiirns ia 
sucked mil and disajipeara. The same 
plii^iKjmenon occurs in the case of 
springs, wliiidi are drained to such an 
•extent tiiat they sometimes fail to run 
for many mi nutes after the storm has 
passed. The water of ponds ia carried 
away, and the beds of creeks and small 
streams become visible. Instances have 
been known of the water being drawn 
from buckets, pitchers and other recep- 
tacles, while these were left undisturbed 
and in one case a boy was churning in 
the yard and fled at the approach o: the 
cloud. Oh returning it wag found that 
the cover of the churn, the daslier and 
the bntterniilk had all vanished, v,-|iile 
the churn, to the boy's great disappoi nt- 
ment, was lefi, standing exactly as be- 
fore. 

One ol the most disagreeable features 
of the cyidone is the amount of niml, 
sand and small stones it carries and i 
with such lorce are these borne along 
that they are driven into the fJesll, ' 
where tliey form festering sores very 
stubborn and diflicult to treat or cure. '

Mr. W. C. Ward, general manager of 
the Bank of British Columbia, returned 
Friday from on extended trip through- 
out Cariboo. Mr. Ward was accompan- 
ied on his trip by Mr. S. Tingley of the 
British Columbia E.'cpresB C^oinpany, 
who, by his intimate acquaintance \yith 
Cariboo, was able to take Mr, Ward 
through this iiiimeiise section of country 
with the least possible loss of time. Mr. 
Ward said that in general he found Cari- 
boo prosperous, more so than he ha<.l 
anticipated; that the mining imor- 
ests were assuming vast propor- 
tions, and in his juilginent a railroad 
shonld be built into this vast unde- 
veloiied empire, which posses-sed Biicli 
wonderful resourc(>s. .Such a develoji- 
ment would follow tin; Ijiiildiiig of one as 
would soon jiut the upjier country on \\ 
level with any known ccjiuitry. Mr. 
Ward visited "tjuesiielle, ISarkcrvil le, 
Stanley, spent a day at the h'orks, was 
at the 1,')0, Scxla Creek and various other 
small points and the quantity of freight 
now being forwarded spoke for the 
general jirosperity of these jilaces. At 
the Cariboo a constant cannonading, 
shooting 'uoulders in one or the other of 
the pits was in progreaStthe two moni- 
tors playing first in one pit while the 
boulders were lired in the other then the 
water turned on to tho pit where the 
firing had been done. Amalgam 
galore is seen in the flumes of the 
great mine, and while Mr. Ward 
says any one can well under- 
stand after Boeing the mine that it will 
not be at its greatest for several yearp, 
vet enough is now show to satisfy one of 
the imnieiiao value of the property, Mr. 
Ward was unable on this trip to visit tlu; 
Horsefly owing to lack of time. The' 
company, Mr. Ward said, do(?s not con- 
toinplate starting branch hanks in any 
part of Cariboo at ];resent, but will do 
so as soon as in their ju<lgment the husi- 
ne.sg outlook will juHtify so doing. 
Lillooet was visited on their return and 
a good word for that section was 
spoken by Mr. Ward. He spoke 
of the distance the Wright parly 
are transporting their machinery, nearly 
COO miles from Ashcroft, the nearest 
raihvay. Of Qtiesnelle lake, it ia, he 
was infortned, nearly or quite 200 inilee 
long and surrounded with gold-bearing 
streams and niinintains which hut com- 
paratively few white men had ever visit- 
ed. Tho lake is deep enough to float any 
ves.sel built. This vast and compara- 
tively unexplored section lying north of 
Barkerville, and various other sections 
would, if a railroad were built into 
the country «oon be as -well known per- 
haps as is tho famous Kootonay coun- 
trv, which without railroads would still 
be a comparatively unknown camp.

The wash-up from the Cariboo mine 
will be the most satisfectory that has 
vet taken place in the upper country 
since bvdraulicine began. 

A jjarty of viiitors to the Cariboo 
mines went up by special stage last 
week, consisting of Senator Rlelunes, of 
Montreal; Mr. Peterson, chief engineer 
of the CP. R. Hystein; Mr. Blaiiey, of 
Montreal, and Mr. Drununoiui, of Van- 
couver, for the past two years in charge 
of develoiiment work on tho ^luntreal 
Company B ground on (..iuesiielle river, 
of which coiiipany .Mr. Petersmi is jiresi- 
deiitaiid Dr. Blaney ia connected as a 
stockholder and oflicial. 

Dr. Selwyn.tlu! well-kiiovvn geologipL, 
went np (jii' the last stage to visit and in- 
spect the Laws property opposite tities- 
nolle. Dr. Selwyn says that the condi- 
tions extremely in evidence indicate an 
old channel under the basaltic capping, 
and from Mr. Laws' description to liim 
since work has been done on the prop- 
erty, the finding of native copper, etc., 
would confirm the opinion tliat a geolo- 
gist would form from theexternnl show- 
ing. The shaft and drift is iit^arly 3tX) 
feet below the surface, and should the 
views of these scientists be right a vast 
lield for mining would be opened up.
